REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3-6, 8, 9, 11, 13-15, 17, and 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 
and 1 1 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Nguyen at AL. (US 7,079,264), Robinson at al. (US 7,202,977), and Fukazawa (US 
7,079,277). Howavar claims 1 and 1 1 ara allowad for tha reasons pointed out by the 
applicant's remarks filed on 17 February 2009 (page 5, last paragraph - page 6). 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "performing processing ofttie section of 
Unicode complex text data based on the language encoded by the data to 
position the at least one of the plurality of glyphs on a portion of a page ". 

3. Claims 3-6, 8, 9, 13-15, 17, and 18 are allowed for being dependent on an 
allowable base claim.
